The often, quoted covenant ^ m-^tlie 
Trea^i of Union renids as follows:— 
"The Government of the Dominion

coibpietion.of such railway .witliin teu 
. ,*iVears from-tbe date of the Union." Snob 
'* 18 the text of what may bo ilesignatcd the 
railway covenant in tho Treaty of Union 
■ made by tho Government of tho J3oinin- 
.^...iou of Cauaila on tlio one side and tlio 
' Governuient of British C()lunil)ia on llio 
O'lher, and sitbsequfinth/ niHjleil h;/ thi' Pur- 
tMitieuls of botii countries. Tho recent 
change of adminiatration and the circum- 
stance of tho party now in jjower having 
opposed thot<?vmB granted to Briti.sh Col- 
umbia, and more OB])ecially tlio en;,'a;^i)- 
ment to construct tho I'ariltc lv;iilw:i_v, 
•luivo naturally given rise to very gi'cat 
anxioty in thi.s Province. The inipie.^- 
sion BceniH to have gained ground iliat 
the party led i)y I^Ir. Mackenzie not only 
opposed tho Bclienro before it became a 
national obligatioa but opposed its ful- 
lllhnent since; and hence tho fear one 
hears so often expressed that all hope ul' 
tho immediate construction of theruihvay 
linds a common grave with tho Adminis- 
tration to whom tho scheme owed its 
birth. But it will bo observed thattiiis 
Bypotheais assumes tlio right of an Ad- 
ministration to repudiate tho obligations 
of its predoeossor. Nay, it does more. It 
assumes tho right or i)owor of a Govern- 
ment to violate the treaty obligations 
.created and ratified by Aut of Parliament. 
■ It will scarcely bo necessary to say that 
Huch a monstrous doctrine as tliis is 
■wholly inconiijaliblc with Lritish C'vn 
stitutiounl Government, and it is not to 
bo thought of in a country lite. Canada. 
It is evident thot much of tho misappre- 
hension to which allnsion has been made 
is attributable to a uiisconstiucti(ju of 
tho views and utterances of .Air. ?\lacken- 
zio and thosQ who have been, and are, as- 
sociated with him. A well-written letter 
iUtanother column treats upon this point 
with much force and perspicuity. Taking 
na wo'dosire to do, a fair and impartial 
view of tho subject, tlio position of !\[r. 
Mackenzie in reference to the railway 
covenant would appear to bo tliis: lie 
opjiosod it as ra.sh and unjn^l itiidile, Iie- 
foro it was ratilied, and (•aij)l()yed evtuy 
constitutional means in his power to ac- 
complish a modilictttion of it. Since its 
ratification by Parliament ho lias o[ipo.sed 
the -Wfun/cc in wliirh it was aitemi)ted to 
be fultilled; but whilr doing that, he has 
admitted that tlie obligation was binding 
and that tho very best efforts of tho na- 
tion must bo put forth for its f nlfillment. 
In truth it appoors to be ojieu to cxuestiou 
whether, on this point, the party now in 
power does not take higlier ground than 
the late administraiion did ; for wo Imvo 
seen that both Mr. 3Iack<Mix.ie and the 
chief organ "f his p'arl.v have taunted the 
JKodouald Admiuistiation for tho laxity 
of'their views on tlie sacrednoss of thi ^ 
covenant. Tiie reader may remember 
how the Ql(Ae reproached the late Pre- 
mier for what we must bo ijermitted to 
characterise as a Jesuitical interpretation 
of the obligations contained in tlie rail- 
^^•ay covenant in respect to tho r(i,in)ii'ii':e- 
wt;;i/ of actual constructi(ni. It is well, 
thercforo, that tho British Columbia 
mind should be disabused of all misaj)- 
prehension and prejudice on this subji 1 1 ; 
for by so readily aasuming that the pi e- 
sent Administration are tainted with tlie 
Jieretical doctrine of repndiidion we_ do 
but seem to prepiu e the public mind for 
• a lax morality ill respect of national faith, 
"while, at tin; same time, we might bo do- 
ing injustice to the party now in power. 
Let not reason be overcome by unfound- 
ed alarm. For tho new Government to 
begin by breaking faith with British Col- 
umbia and violatin.g covenant obligations 
sanctioned liy Parliament and sealed by 
tlio QiiiHjn would ba to court obloqny 
and disaster even worse than that by 
which their preilecessnis were overtaken.

Hudson Bav Shares.— There hnli been 
a considerable fall in tha shares |f tho 
Hudson's Bay Co., iu London, owing to 
the statement that tlie charter for work- 
ing tho Pacific Railway had boon surren- 
dered by Sir Hugh Allan, in consoqueiiee 
of tho ' disclosnro connected with tho 
moans by which tiro oliartor was obtained 
from the' Canadian Govornniout. It is also 
stated, on tho authority of tho I'inanco 
Minister of Canada, that the Canadian 
Govornniout will make the railway upon 
its own rcsi)onaibility, and that asa means 
of encouraging oinigration into the* dis- 
tricts to 1)0 tniversed by tho railway, the 
lands will be givou gratis to Bettlers di- 
rect, instead of to any company to be 
formed for constructing tho railway. If 
this course is adopted, the lands held by 
Hudson Bay Company in tho district will, 
it is considered, bo deprived for many 
years of that marketable value which, un- 
"der otherVoironmBtanoes. they wonW have 
had. 

FiioM Four Garuv.— Amougat tha pas- 
seugiJi's from tho Mainland last night 
night were Mr. C. Roberts and Mr. P. 
Berosfcrd-Hop'?, two English gontlemen 
who havo just cros>.ed the continent 
tinough British tofritory. StartiUg from 
Toronto in June last, they proceeded to 
Fort Garry viu tho Dawson route, and 
starting out from Fort Garry on the 25th 
July .they came through Yollowhead Pass, 
following the course travelled by Lord 
Milton, descending tho Thompson to 
Kaniloops, and arriving here in good 
health and spirits without any_ mishap. 
About a foot of snow was met with in the 
mountains. AVo understand that these 
gentlenioU, who are travelling partly^ for 
pleasure and partly for the purpose of re- 
porting upon tho colonies as a field for 
oinigration, will take tho next steamer to 
Sail Francisco, and proceed thence to 
China and Japan, "doing" Australasia on 
their way homo. •

for ' 'deadheading" would not seem to bo 
conrined toy© CWef Commissioner. Dur- 
ing tho ceoent wa-wa which took placo at 
North-west Angle botweon Governor Mor- 
ris iind tha chiefs, the following occur- 
ro.l;~- 

"Chiof — I ask yon a question — I 
SCO your roads hoie pas.siug through the 
country', and »omo of your brats— useful 
firticles that yon use for yourself. Bye 
and bye we shall see things that run svrift- 
ly, that go by liro— carriages— and wo ask 
you that us Indians may not to havo to 
pay their passage on these things' but can 
go free. 

G'oreninr—I think the host thing I can 
do is to become an Indian. I cannot pro- 
mise yon to pass fre'o oa the railroad any 
more than other people." 

The steamer IMaudo returned last even- 
ing from Now Westminstor with- a Cari- 
boo Mail and Express and tho following 
passengers; }ilra.

The Attorney-General, iit tin ontez'- 
tniiuhent givou' by the Exeter School
